Tosh's objection to dog catchers 
seems to have dated from an inci- 
dent in Philadelphia when he wit- 
nessed a dog catcher abuse a dog, 
police said. 

Tosh Is being held at the Upper 
Darby police for questioning. Later 
Supt. Slegle said he would be turn- 
ed over to the U. S Postal authori- 
ties because he sent his threatening 
letters through the U S malls. 

Tosh's attention was called to 
the matter by placards he saw 
posted about Haverford Township 
warning the residents not to Ut 
their dogs run at large. Recently 
Haverford Commissioners made ar- 
rangements to hire a dog catching 
truck and send It through the

No More Discharges 
For Men Over 38 



The War Department on March 
31 stopped the discharge of men 
over 38 years old. Hereafter, those 
men will be transferred to an in- 
active status in the enlisted re- 
serve corps, subject to the follow- 
ing conditions: 

A. The man must request trans- 
fer to an inactive status to enter 
an essential industry, including 
agriculture, and accompany his re- 
quest by a statement from the 
War Manpower Commission to the 
effect that his release is desired.

NEW CONTAINERS FOR 

YOUR CANNED FUUDS 

Because oi changes brought about by the war, housewives 
will soon tic buying tneir canned foods in two new types oi con- 
tainers. 

The first ol these will hardly be distinguished troni the 
bright, silvery cans to which we are accustomed; the second will 
be recognized immediately trom its external appearance, tor its 
color may range trom gun metal to various shades ot brown or 
bronze 

Limitations have been placed by the War Production Board 
on products which may be canned, tne sizes of cans and the ma- 
terials irom whicli cans may be made. 

The can wnich resemoles that to which are accustomed has 
only a coating ot tin electrolytically deposited on a sheet ot steel, 
instead of passing the sheet ot steel tnru a bath of molten tin. 
This new process makes possible the application of less tin — in 
fact, less man one halt as much. Then the inside of the can is 
coated with an enamel, which gives greater protection to the 
:ontents of the can. 

The above is a new development in the art of canning and 
will probably remain for many products after the war is over. 

The otner type of can will have an enamel both inside and 
outside and will present a new appearance to the housewife. In- 
stead of using tiilplate, a specially prepared steel plate is used, 
hull protection against color changes and discoloration of the 
food is achieved thru the use ot special baked enamels. 

These cans must be properly handled so that no rust can 
start thru a break in the enamel. Store in a cool but dry place. 

The above types of cans have met with the approval of the 
health and food authorities and the nutritive value is not im- 
paired.

Having proved, through their an- 
tics over the new tax bill that they 
are incapable of performing theii 
function of representing the people 
of this country, it becomes the duty 
of all democracy-loving people to 
roll out the heavy artillery and do 
something about it.

the Carlson plan, the Robertson 
plan, or the present tax plan, 1 
think practically every one will 
agreo to the following contentions: 

1. When an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the people has made it 
clear that it wants some kind of a 
pay-as-you-go tax plan, we should 
have a pay-as-you-go tax plan. 

2. When the house ways and 
means committee, after spending 
months in sessions with tax ex- 
perts finally comes out with a plan 
which looks like a recipe for a 
tossed salad and which even many 
of the committee members agree 
doesn't make sense, the house l£ 
showing a high degree of disinter- 
est In the nation's welfare by ask- 
ing that the same committee write 
another bill.
